Two lists which reached Am- 
erica in a roundabout way form- 
ed the basis for the collection. 

The first, issued by a committee 
of the German Propaganda Minis~ 
try, named books which were to 
be banned “in the hope of foster- 
ing more sensible appreciation of 
the problems facing the New 
Europe.” 

The other, bearing the imprint 
of an organisation of Paris pub- 
lishers, was for circulation to 
French book-sellers and ordered 
that all books named by the Nazis 
be returned or destroyed, or face 
the risk of confiscation. 

Many of the banned books 
were school textbooka and pri- 
mers. 80me were banned be- 
cause they contained remarks 
about Germany held to be 
derogatory, others because they 
taught the children that Franco 
wae a great. and - independent 
country. 

Not only are the Germans de- ° 
termined to destroy whatiremains 
of the culture of France. They 
are apparently, unwilling to let 
France borrow from the culture 
of New Germany. French trans~ 
lations of “Mein Kampf,” are be- 
ing seized and destroyed. 

The Emil Ludwig biography of 
Benjamin Franklin has een 
heavily censored, as have the 
works of Thomas Mann, Stefan 
Zweig, Vicki Baum, Einstein, and 
H. G. Wells. 

Also banned are many appar- 
ently harmless works on travel, 
and studies of primitive peoples 
and their cultures. 

Many of the books on the for- 
bidden list were published be- 
fore the last war—some of them 
a considerable time earlier — and 
are probably now out of print.

Safeguarding The

The practical problems are not 
solely concerned with reaching @ 
great height.

Like the 
pilot on the bridge of a giant liner 
coming through dangerous and 
tricky waters, when he is navigat- 
ing, the whole ship’s company 
are in his charge. 

Full use of the great range of 
the R.A.F.’s new aircraft, includ- 
ing such types as the Catalina 
which trailed the Bismarck dur- 
ing a non-stop flight of twenty 
hours, demands navigational 
qualities of a high order. On ail 
questions of courses, times, routes, 
weather, heights, wind drift and 
similar vital mutters, the observer 
is the brain of the team. 

As the result of thorough and 
specialised training the Air Ob- 
server becomes an expert in aerial 
navigation, bombing, gunnery, 
signals and meteorology. 
being in charge of the navigation 
of his aircraft it is his job to re- 
cognise the target to be attacked, 
direct the vilot to it, and then 
aint and release the bombs. He is 
also, in his role of air gunner, 
often called upon (to man — his 
machine-guns and help shoot 
down a hostile machine.

For a week in nightly nation- 
wide broadcasts “Look” has been 
advertising this feature, which 
has been termed the most blight- 
ing indictment of Japan yet to 
epeue in any American perliodi- 
ca 


Mr, Abend's article says that, 
broadly speaking, the fact ot 
Herr Hitler being a bad neigh- 
bour is the cause of the present 
chaos In Europe, and that Ja- 
pan's being a bad neighbour — is 
responsible for the — inevitable 
dritt toward war by the United 
States, 

Japan is termed the 
type of Nazi Germany—"ar- 
rogant, greedy, scornful of the 
righls of others, and with the 
temperament of a bully." 

Listing specific causes for; 
war which he says cannot be 
avoided, Mr. Abend numes  Ju- 
pan's violation of treaties con- 
cerning China, and then argues 
thut even aside from ethical rea- 
sons the United States cunnot 
permit Japun to be permanently 
successful in her campaigns of 
aggression and expaosion. Suc- 
cess, he forecasts, would make 
Japan so powerful within two 
decades that American spaces. 
vhical satety would be endanger- 
ed, “the Jupanese temperament 
being what it is.” 

“a - 
No Reversal 

It is now tmpossible for Ja- 
Pan tu reverse her policies, the 
‘article argues, not only because 
of the question of “lace,” but 
because no appeasement would 
satisly America and Great Bri- 
tain which did not include the 
withdrawal of Japanese armed 
forces from all of China, and 
the desertion of Japan's  puppe 
regimes there. 

For economic and political rea- 
sons Japan does not dare to call 
home her army of more than 
1,000,000 men, it is stated for 
she could not give them employ- 
ment nor afford a dole, and the 
returned armies might easily be 
stirred to a revolution. 

The “Look” article argues that 
Japan's adherence to the German- 
Italian Axis pact would not deter 
Tokyo’s opportunist statesmen if 
they thought they could appease

keep what they have conquered. 
It also charges that when the 
time seems opportune, Japan: will 
carelessly break her treaty of 
friendship, neutrality and non- 
aggression concluded with Sovist 
Russia on April 13 of-this year.

Soviet power of resistance, it is

Although the United States wil! 
be seeking no territorial gains by 
warring against Japan, the author 
closes by urging that at the final 
peace conference Japan be ver- 
manenthy deprived of some of that 
long chain of islands extending 
down the Pacific and into the 
Seuth Seas, for so long as she 
ho ds and can fortify those islands, 
he argues, Japan will be in a posi- 
tion to bar American trade from 
eastern Asia. 

“The bad neighbour should be 
made to put up at least that much 
of a bond to keep the peace,” Mr, 
Abend concludes.---Central News. |
